The commit- 
tee met Tuesday night and voted t 
ask the passage 
of the ordinance 


believing that at least a trial tcs 
should be made. The ordinance pro 
vides: 


1.—One-way 
movement 
of 


traffic around the square. 


2.—A new system 
of traffic 


signals.. 


3.—'Prohibits'parking longer 


than 
15 minutes on 
certain 


streets \vhere it has been per- 
mitted in the past. 


4.—Compels street 
cars to 


stop before entering the square, 
and eliminates the initial stops 
no\v made in the square. 
All 
vehicles coming- • onto 
thi 


square, if the ordinance is passed 
will go northwesterly 
on Pinckney 


St., southwesterly on Mifllin; south 
easterly on Carroll; and northeast- 
erly on Main. Parking of of 
ve- 


hicles longer than'15 minutes 
wil 


bo prohibited on State st., from'the 
square'to Lake st.; and on King st. 
from Pinckney to Webster st. On 
State st., the 'ordinance ' provides 
tha£ cars 'parked during' the 15 min- 
ute limit must be left'parallel to the 
curbing. 
An amendment, prohibit 


ing parking after 10 p. m. on Oil- 
man st., from State to Carroll, was 
passed by the committee. 


. Dr. Drews Appears 


The details of the ordinance were 


worked out by 'members of the po- 
lice-board. Dr. E. A. Dre'ws appear 
ed in support of the measure at the 
meeting. Traffic, he pointed out, is 
to be guided by whistles from the 
traffic officers stationed at the cor- 
ners of the square: 
One blase wil; 


be the signal -for the traffic to enter 
the square and two biases will in- 
dicate a clear street for 
traffic to 


eave the square. A third, signal of 
three biases may be used to stop all 
traffic. 


Street cars will stop in front of 


3ook Bros, music store at the head 
of State st., and eliminate the stop 
n front of the Kessenich store, the 
ordinance provides. 


West Main and , Winnebago cars 


will stop beside the Park hotel, be- 
fore crossing the intersection .of the 
square; westbound cars'approach- 
ing the square on King st. will stop 
in front of The Capital Times office; 
and South Madison cars approaching 
the square on the Johnson st lin« 
will stop in front of the Methodist 
church at the head o£ North Ham- 
ilton st. 


Will Equalize Traffic 


The object of the change is 
to 


equalize the movements of the traf- 
fic. At the present time cars leav- 
ing the square stop 
before 
they 


cross the intersections, but cars en- 
tering the square pass the intersec- 
tions and stop after the arrive on 
the square. 
Dr. Drews declared that all cities 


of the size of Madison forbid pass- 
ing of street 
intersections_ before 


stopping. He pointed out, in reply 
to charges of "congestion of traffic" 
at the head of state st., that with 
all traffic going one 'way. around the 
square, the traffic officer can easily 
direct the movement, and chances 
of accidents will be reduced.

PLUMBING COST 
MAYBENORMAL 


Report Says Conditions 


Favor Drop; Materials 


Lower 


Conditions in the plumbing indus- 


try favor a return to normal in the 
state as a whole, according to the 
quarterly report of Frank R. King, 
domestic sanitary engineering bu- 
reau, which administers the state 
plumbing law. 
This is true espe- 


cially of such structures as schools 
and other public buildings and ol 
residences. Costs of .plumbing ma- 
terials "have declined considerably, 
stocks have been replenished, labor 
conditions in a masure readjusted, 
and the supply of artisans 'available 
for employment much 
increased. 


Few labor troubles were reported. 
Costs of materials are lower, added 
Mr. King. This means that several 
municipalities. now 
undertaking 


such projects will benefit to a con- 
siderable extent. The report states 
that about 100 .communities 'have 
complied in whole or part with the 
public comfort station law. Inspec- 
tions of plumbing and other sani- 
tary installations during the first 
quarter of 1921 were made in 244 
places and totalled 737, of -which 
35, or 4.5 per cent, were rejected. 
Plumbing and drainage ordinances 
were adopted at Viroqua and Wa- 
terloo. 
Others were pending 
at 


Nekoosa, Wisconsin Rapids, Marsh- 
field, Merrill, Cadott, Portage, West 
Bend. Hartford, Chilton, Markoson 
and a few other places.

A translation of the envoy's letter, 
written at WasainguJn, April 21, 
follows:

which is unparalleled for genera- 
tions in its history. The horrors of 
the situation hai;o been repeatedly 
brought to the

through 
various 
channels. 


The generous response of friends 
abroad as well as at home is suffi- 
cient proof that all people in the 
world are alike in the divine, Chris- 
tian love for the unfortunate, the 
suffering, and the needy. 


"That the American nation, the 


friend of 
China, has contributed 


generously to 
the 
famine 
fund, 


warrants me in saying that even in 
the midst of sufferings my unfor- 
tunate countrymen are 
yet to be 


congratulated on the ground that 
they are not forgotten 
by their 


more fortunate brethren across the 
sea. 


"It is true, however, that 'with 


the vast area 
affected by famine 


and the great number of people in 
distress the gigantic task of sav- 
ing many million lives is too great 
to be borne by any single nation or 
people. 
Before 
the next harvest 


stretches a period of months, and 
during this time those who have al- 
ready been receiving aid need fur- 
ther aid to subsist, and those who 
have not had any help are in still 
greater need of help. 
It is only 


with the generous response of peo- 
ple at home and friends abroad that 
we can hope to 
cope successfully 


with the situation. 


"In return I can only wish heav- 


enly blessings upon those who have 
contributed or are 
going to con- 


tribute generously of 
their time, 


effort or money to the amelioration 
of a people so desperate, so help- 
less, and yet so appreciative, and 
so friendly toward all the peoples 
of the world.

Phonograph in Music Mem- 


ory Contest Goes 


to School 


By ADRIAN SCOLTSN 


The phonograph, one of the prizes 


in the Music Memory Contest has 
been awarded by the committee to 
the St. Patrick's school. The marks 
for awarding the phonograph were 
based 'npon the two large ideas 
which controlled the contest. These 
were (1) the idea that as many pec- 
pie as possible should 'be involved in 
the listening to the mnsic; (2) get- 
ting these listeners to develop ac- 
•curacy in recognizing-the composi- 
tion heard and in giving the name 
of the composer. 


The marks were based npon; (1) 


the. percentage obtained by dividing 
into the number of children who ac- 
tually took part the total number 
who might have taken part in any 
school, namely, the children enrolled 
in the fourth to the ninth grades of 
that school. 
The second mark was 


obtained -by considering the 
total 


number of points made in each 
school. This number was divided by 
the total number of points which 
might have been made had each con- 
testant made a perfect paper. 


In addition to the 2600 who took 


part in the contests in the schools, 
there were approximately 300 Uni- 
versity students and other adults 
who took part', making the grand to- 
tal of contestants in the neighbor- 
hood of 3000.

Mr. Montgomery was a 
conductor running on trains between here and Milwaukee 
"Monty" will be remembered by many successful business men 
In Wisconsin today as the "Monty" who used to help needy 
students negotiate the distance between Madison and Milwaukee 
at week ends and vacation time. 


Mr. and Mrs., Montgomery were quiet home folks devoted 


to each other and to their family. Their old horse and buggy 
was a famiKar sight on the streets of Madison in those days. 
There was the son Judson and the daughter Olive. 


Judson and Olive were handsome children. 
They were 


healthy, vigorous and represented the typical American boy 
and girL Friends of the family here now speak of Jud Mont- 
gomery as a young man who "was a mighty good boy to his 
mother." 


Then came Mr. Montgomery's death and the family, moved 


to Milwaukee. Judson went into business and became success- 
fn],—he MADE MONEY. He was just the usual young Ameri- 
can business man, prosperous and contented. 


But one day, in company with some friends, he went "out 


for a time." A trip to a roadhouse, a hilarious party where 
booze flowed freely and the return trip was made to Milwaukee 
in a high powered auto. Montgomery, with the fire of liquor 
in control of his brain, was driving the auto. 


Mrs. Montgomery will tell you that her boy is a GOOD BOY 


and that he would never harm any woman or child. But BOOZE 
had Jud Montgomery that day and on one of the streets of Mil- 
waukee he plowed into a group of women and children going al 
n high rate of speed. Three dead were left in the trail of his 
speeding car. 


The trial came and Jud Montgomery was sentenced to serve 


fourteen years in prison at Waupun.

there has been sorrow and despair in the heart of his old white 
haired mother.

He, 
himself, had just been released from prison through the inter- 
vention of powerful friends. He had come to Mrs. Montgomery 
because he had met Jud at the prison and Jud had asked him 
to call on- his mother in Milwaukee and tell her that he was well 


1 and not to worry. 


He talked assuringly. He talked of friends who had influ- 


ence with the governor. He could reach judges and the district 
attorney. But he had to HAVE MONEY to do it. 


Money? What was money to Mrs. Montgomery if she could 


only have HER BOY back. Then began a frequent payment of 
money by Mrs. Montgomery to the man who was going to get 
HER BOY out of prison. 


The story sent out yesterday states that Mrs. Montgomery 


continued to pay money to this man in amounts of from $10 to 
$500. Everything that she could scrape together she turned 
over to this human vulture who, on every call for money, assured 
Mrs. Montgomery that HER BOY would SPON be out. 


It is even related that she sold her rings to get money to 


be used to get HER BOY out of prison and which she turned 
over to this fiend. 


Picture this white haired old woman, reassured >by the hope 


that HER BOY was going to be FREE, selling her rings and 
scraping together over $2,000 which she turned over to this in- 
human monster who was trafficking in the most sacred thing in 
the world,—MOTHER LOVE. Think of a fiend who had the 
heart to tell this white haired old mother to set the table with 
an extra plate that night because HER BOY would be home! 
Think of a human being so lacking in any sense of decency 
feeling that he could wring the heart of an ol dmother FOR 
MONEY!

Jud Montgomery committed a terrible crime. Three people 


are in their graves because Jud and his friends went "out for a 
little party." 


But there Is to be said for Jud Montgomery. His friends 


will teD yon -that he -was always good to his mother. They will 
tell yon that he was not a vicious fellow and that his present 
predicament might have happened to "any good fellow" who 
connected with too much booze. Many a good boy has been 
ruined and many a life made desolate where liquor was in con- 
trol of a brain.

Meanwhile poor old Mrs. Montgomery has put back the ex- 


tra plate with wMch she "set the table" for Jud. She has found 
that Jud isn't coming home. She has pawned her rings and lost 
over $2,000 and she has no more hope than ever of getting HER 
BOY outside of the cold gray walls at Waupun. 


We do not know what penalties can be given to this human 
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vulture who has heaped this additional sorrow on this mother. 
The charge of "obtaining money under false pretenses" sounds 
like feeble language in describing what this fiend has done. We 
hope that the judge in sentencing him will have a much stronger 
vocabulary.
